
Highway cuts could bring town to a halt 


MILLIONS of pounds worth of funding cuts 
to highways budgets could bring Honiton to 
a “grinding halt” this winter, town councillors 
have warned. 

Members met last week to discuss Devon County 
Council’s latest cost-cutting measures, which include 
plans to slash road gritting and snow clearing serv¬ 
ices. 

Grass cutting and weed treatment in Honiton will 
also be significantly reduced under the new proposals, 
which aim to save £3.4 million county wide. 

The council says that “massive pressure” on its 
budgets means it cannot cope with a huge backlog of 
maintenance work. 

But town councillors have expressed their concerns 
that the reductions will lead to dangerous conditions 
for residents and affect the number of visitors coming 
into the town. 

Speaking at the meeting, Councillor Vivienne Ash 
warned that the town could “grind to a halt” in the 
event of extreme weather, and that the expected sav¬ 
ing of £50,000 represented a small gain for the loss 
of snow-clearing vehicles. 

Councillor Les Lunt suggested more people were 
being “put at risk” by the measures, and that medical 
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professionals and other emergency services could 
face challenging conditions when responding to an 
urgent situation. 

Under the proposals, members of the public will be 
asked to cover the cost of restocking grit bins and 
roads will be cleared less frequently in the event of 
severe winter weather. 

And Councillor Gary Elliot highlighted the difficul¬ 
ties for Honiton’s elderly population in a hilly town. 

“This is not how I envisage a council looking after 
us. Grit in the grit bins is something we should expect 


to see”, added Councillor Sharon Pavey. 

More than half of the county council’s current 
spending on grass cutting will also be withdrawn, and 
only verges that impair visibility at junctions and on 
the inside of bends will be maintained. 

Deputy Mayor Councillor John Zarczynski said he 
had received a number of complaints about weeds 
being overgrown and that he feared parts of the town 
would start to look “grubby and shabby”. 

He added: “I am getting to be ashamed of it myself. 
There are certain things we must control.” 

Councillor John Taylor also suggested the cuts - 
which include closing nearby picnic areas - could 
“destroy” the area’s tourism “ethic”. 

An “army” of volunteers will be recruited to help

carry out small tasks such as weed spraying and sign 
cleaning, according to the council’s latest scheme. 

And the authority’s cabinet member for highway 
management said a “different approach” to tackling 
problems on Devon’s roads is needed. 

Councillor Stuart Hughes said: “Devon County 
Council’s revenue budget is being reduced year on 
year, and we don’t receive enough money to keep 
doing all of the routine work, or do some work as fre¬ 
quently, as we have been able to do in the past. Our 
budget is being spread extremely thinly across the 
network. 

“We need to find a different approach by calling on 
the help of local communities and we are looking to 
respond positively to offers of help that we have re¬ 
ceived.

Tigers' fans angry 


over pitch delay 


FRUSTRATED Axminster Town fans are up in 
arms over yet another delay to the Tigers moving 
into their new £2 million complex in Chard Road. 

The club has given up its iconic ground at Sector 
Lane, where around 70 new houses are being 
built by developers Devonshire Homes, in ex¬ 
change for a new stadium which will provide 
them with some of the best football facilities in 
Devon. 

The Tigers were due to move into the complex, 
which boasts two full-sized pitches, floodlights, 
junior facilities and superb changing and social 
areas in the autumn of last year. 

That deadline was extended to September of 
this year due to a number of problems relating to 
the drainage of the pitches but the club has now 
been informed by Devonshire Homes that they 
cannot take occupation until January because 
the drains have not been connected to the main 
sewer. Since vacating Sector, Axminster Town 
has used a number of pitches in the area, includ¬ 
ing Ottery St Mary, Feniton and Forton in what 
angry specators call “roughing it” 

Led by Alan Beer whose family has long con¬ 
nections with the club, the fans say they have 
“had enough" and staged two protests outside 
Sector and in front of locked gates in Chard Road. 

Afterwards they issued the following state¬ 
ment to Pulman’s View: “We, the supporters of 
ATFC, feel totally let down by the actions of De¬ 
vonshire Homes over the building of our new 
ground and clubhouse. 

“Axminster FC agreed to vacate Sector Lane as 
Devonshire Homes promised that we would only 
be homeless for one season and that we would 
be in our new clubhouse by November 2013.” 

Club chairman Ray Self, who has been the driv¬ 
ing force behind the project, said he and the com¬ 
mittee shared the supporters’ frustrations. 


T OWNS and villages in East Devon will fall 
silent at 11 am on Sunday when we pay trib¬ 
ute to the war dead.

The war to end all wars proved to be far wide of 
the mark with a second global conflict happening 
again just 20 years later. And there has been only 
one year since the end of World War Two when a 
serving officer of HM Forces has not been killed 
in action. 

In recent times there has been a surge in sup¬ 
port for the tradition of Remembrance all over the 
land, not least in East Devon where we have seen 
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issues” had been re¬ 
solved.

Miss Lafford’s com¬ 
missions for the Prince 
of Wales and the 
Queen include eques¬ 
trian statuettes that 
were seen during the 
opening scene of the 
Olympic Games. 


record numbers on parades and services in our 
towns and villages. 

This has been prompted in part by recent conflicts 
and the role played by our Armed Forces in theatres 
of war around the globe, putting their life on the line 
in the cause of the eradication of terrorism, which 
surely is as big a threat today as the domination of 
fascism was 77 years ago? 

Shamefully, we learnt very little about the world 
wars when I went to school but today there is a far 
greater understanding of the sacrifice made by so 
many among today’s younger generation. And that 
has manifested itself in a bigger turn out from the 
young at the Remembrance events. 

The 100th anniversary of the commencement of 
World War One has provided the media, television in 
particularly, with the opportunity to graphically 
portray the obscene nature of human conflict and 
the sadness which followed the decimation of a gen¬ 
eration of young men. 

Nowhere is this more visibly demonstrated than at 
the Tower of London where hundreds of thousands 
of people have stood in awe at the display of 888,246 


ceramic poppies representing a British military fa¬ 
tality in World War One. Whilst in London last 
week, I went along. A most humbling and solemn 
sight. 

As regular readers of this column will recall, I am 
a huge supporter of the Royal British Legion who 
do such fine work caring for our service personnel, 
past and present, and their families. 

Hundreds of volunteers have been out on our 
streets this past week, collecting for the Poppy 
Appeal. Every year they break their record. You 
can make sure this trend continues.

Fight is on to save

CAMPAIGNERS fighting to save in-patient beds 
and the minor injuries unit at Ottery Hospital will 
make their case to health bosses this week, at a 
public meeting expected to attract hundreds 
more protestors. 

Community leaders have formed a campaign 
committee - under the banner of ‘Save Our Ot¬ 
tery Hospital' - and members of the public have 
rallied round in support. 

The Northern Eastern and Western Devon Clin¬ 
ical Commissioning Group (NEW Devon CCG) has 
announced plans to reorganise its beds, with all 
ten at Ottery expected to be moved elsewhere in 
East Devon. 

The hospital’s minor injuries unit is also in line 
for closure and residents will need to visit the 
RD&E in Exeter for emergency treatment. 

At a recent meeting in Axminster, health 
bosses revealed the changes will save £500,000 
from the CCG budget and that, without taking 
such steps, one of the locality’s cottage hospitals 
may be under threat of closure. 

Last week, more than 50 people armed with 
placards gathered outside the hospital at just a 
few hours’ notice to protest against the cutbacks.

Retail park will not threaten 
Honiton's ‘unique’ experience 


HONITON’S “unique” shopping 
experience will continue to attract 
visitors to the town, despite plans 
for the development of a new retail 
park on the edge of Exeter, accord¬ 
ing to the chairman of the Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce. 

Business leaders had expressed 
some initial concerns when pro¬ 
posals for the huge retail complex 
were first unveiled earlier this 
year. 

The multi-million-pound shop¬ 
ping centre, to be known as the 
Moor Exchange, will be built on 
land near to the Sowton Industrial 
Estate and will include a number 
of cafes, restaurants and other out¬ 
lets, creating up to 400 new jobs. 

And last week, a handful of 
major chains - including TK 
Maxx, Costa Coffee and Frankie 
& Benny’s - confirmed they will 
be taking up shop space in the new 
complex. 

Boots, Pizza Express and Marks 
& Spencer have also emerged as 
strong possibilities to fill the park, 
where construction work is ex¬ 
pected to begin next year.

But the chamber now says the ef¬ 
fect on visitor numbers will not be 
as great as first feared, with Honi- 
ton’s small boutique shops likely 
to pull in shoppers from around 
East Devon. 

“When you look at the stores that 
are going in there, they are all big 
names, and that should not affect 
Honiton too much,” said chairman 
Colin Wright. 

“We already have a Boots and a 
Costa Coffee in the town centre, 
and there are lots of good alterna¬ 
tives to what is being proposed for 
this retail park.” 

Plans for the new complex also 
feature a health and fitness centre, 
optician, chemist, travel agency 
and creche, as well as banking fa¬ 
cilities and a range of food and 
drink outlets. 

If the development is granted 
planning permission, phased open¬ 
ings could begin as early as spring 
2016. 

Some concerns remain that po¬ 


tential customers from Cranbrook 
will be drawn away from Honiton 
in favour of the big-name branches 
closer to the city. 

But Mr Wright said he was con¬ 
fident in the strength of the town’s 
independent businesses that offer 
a genuine alternative to national 
chain stores. 

He added: “Where I am a little 
bit concerned is that we were hop¬ 
ing to be able to attract people 
from Cranbrook and this new com¬ 
plex could pull them more towards 
Exeter. 

“But the chamber will address 
that situation and look to give our 
businesses every chance to suc¬ 
ceed. 

“It really raises the question of 
whether they will need a High 
Street in Cranbrook - it will be 
more a concern for them than us. 

“I am hopeful this is not going to 
affect Honiton as much as we first 
thought. 

“The town continues to offer a 
unique shopping experience for 
visitors, with high-quality options 
for visitors at good prices.” 


Police appeal after theft 


POLICE are on the hunt for jew¬ 
ellery thieves, after a collection 
of distinctive gold rings was 
stolen from a Honiton house¬ 
hold. 

The burglars broke into the 
property in Oaklea last month 
by forcing open a window, ac¬ 
cording to officers. 

Four gold rings were stolen 
during the incident, which oc¬ 
curred while the owners were 
away between October 13th 
and 21st. 

Police say they are investigat¬ 
ing the break-in and are ap¬ 
pealing for witnesses to come 


forward with any information. 

In particular, officers are look¬ 
ing to speak to second hand 
dealers or antiques shops that 
may have been offered the 
items for sale. 

A police spokesperson said: 
“The offenders stole four gold 
rings which are old and of great 
sentimental value. 

“Taken were two ladies’ gold 
signet rings, one described as 
heart-shaped with grooves 
across, and the other as oval¬ 
shaped with the letters JCK en¬ 
graved on it. 

“Also taken was a ladies’ 


white gold or platinum ring with 
a band of three diamonds and a 
ladies’ gold engagement ring, 
which has a wide band and a 
round diamond surrounded by 
small sapphires. 

“The ring is distinctive due to 
a damaged claw and has be¬ 
come almost v-shaped due to 
wear.”

“Having reflected on 
some successful self- 
help schemes already 
completed, we have de¬ 
veloped a scheme to en¬ 
able our communities to 
work with us - we want 
to empower communi¬ 
ties to take local action.”

the local priorities of 
communities on the road 
network. 

“The road wardens 
would provide a vital 
link between their com¬ 
munity and local high¬ 
ways staff to co-ordinate 
their resources based on 
their local priorities.”

EAST Devon MP Hugo Swire has publicly called 
on East Devon District Council to make the com¬ 
pletion of its Local Plan an “absolute priority” and, 
in the meantime, ensure that inappropriate planning 
applications are thrown out. 

Commenting, Mr Swire said: “Unlike some, I 
have never taken the rather irresponsible position 
of being anti-development.

“A completed Local Plan is essential as it would 
be drawn up in consultation with local people so 
that they could determine where development 
should and should not go. However, many of my 
constituents feel that EDDC’s lack of a Local Plan 
is allowing developers free rein which is leading to 
overdevelopment in areas such as Woodbury Salter¬ 
ton.

Members of the Transition Town Honi¬ 
ton group teamed up with around 30 vol-

unteers to launch the orchard project last 
weekend. 

Based alongside the River Gissage near 


Millers Way, the group intends to develop 
the space over time by adding a range of 
fruit-bearing plants. 

And project leaders hope it can become 
a versatile community facility, used by 
residents of all ages. 

Project co-ordinator Tom Nancarrow 
(pictured, left) said: “Planting community 
orchards is a good way for people to re¬ 
connect with a rich English tradition of 
apple growing and an important part of 
our horticultural heritage. 

“All the trees are old English varieties, 
offering people the chance to try some¬ 
thing a bit different from your normal se¬ 
lection at the supermarket.” 

The first of the apples should be ready 
for picking in August, with more trees 
cropping through to the new year. 


And the group hopes to develop the or¬ 
chard over the coming months, with the 
continued support of local people. 

Mr Nancarrow added: “Thanks to 
Adam's Apples for the donation of two 
trees, to Coombe Estate for the supply of 
wood chip used to mulch the trees, and to 
everyone that came down and helped with 
the planting. 

“We hope to plant more trees and fruit 
bushes in the future, to raise enough funds 
to have a display board, detailed 
tree labels and a fence, and to organise 
yearly events, such as an apple day, at the 
site.” 

The orchard is the second to be estab¬ 
lished in Honiton this year, after 24 trees 
were planted at Honiton Bottom Commu¬ 
nity Nature Reserve. 


Patients to hear of hospital's ‘evolving’ role 


THE “evolving role” of Honiton’s com¬ 
munity hospital is due to come under the 
microscope next week, following the an¬ 
nouncement of plans for a major shake- 
up of services across East Devon. 

The hospital, which is expected to re¬ 
tain all its in-patient beds and minor in¬ 
juries unit, will be discussed during an 
open evening at Honiton Surgery, de¬ 
signed to encourage patients to engage 
with medical staff. 

Representatives of the surgery’s pa¬ 
tient participation group are calling on 
local people to make the best use of the 
practice, by finding out more about how 
it operates and the challenges staff face, 
as part of a drive to improve the patient 
experience. 

The group, which provides feedback to 
health bosses on behalf of patients, has 
organised the event at the surgery next 
week, where practice users can meet 
with local GPs and health professionals. 

And the group’s chairperson, Serena 
Sexton, has urged as many people as 
possible to attend the meeting to share 
their experiences with staff. 

She said: “This is a great opportunity 
for patients to find out more about med¬ 
ical services that are being arranged at 
the Honiton Surgery. 

“It is important for patient engage¬ 
ment that people are able to discuss 


with the doctors both current and future 
services.” 

A number of speakers, with vast ex¬ 
perience in the health service, have been 
lined up to inform patients about the 
range of services provided by the sur¬ 
gery. 

Local doctors Janet and David Ward 
will be on hand to answer questions, and 
Heather Penwarden, chair of the Honiton 
Hospital League of Friends group, will 
also discuss an ongoing project to im¬ 
prove people’s awareness of dementia. 

The “evolving role” of the hospital is 
also due to be considered, following the 
announcement of a major reorganisa¬ 
tion of community hospital services by 
the locality’s clinical commissioning 
group (CCG). 

Plans for a shake-up of where in-pa¬ 
tient beds and minor injuries units in East 
Devon are located is currently under 
consultation, with Honiton Hospital ex¬ 
pected to take on more beds in the 
short-term. 

Services are set to be reduced at 
Axminster and Ottery St Mary, with 
Honiton’s minor injuries unit to become 
the only remaining facility in the CCG’s 
sub-locality. 

The patient participation group’s open 
evening takes place at the surgery on 
Tuesday (November 11th) from 7pm.

“Many riders also have full¬ 
time jobs and the charity is 
very grateful that they give up 
their time willingly. 

“Each area could do with ad¬ 
ditional riders, so that the bur¬ 
den does not just fall on the 
shoulders of a few.” 

The charity survives purely 
on public donations and riders 
are frequently involved in 
fundraising events held by local 
businesses and community or¬ 
ganisations. 

Volunteers looking to join the 
crew are required to hold an 
advanced riding qualification 
and will need to undergo a

Becoming a rider involves an 
extraordinary level of commit¬ 
ment, as the service operates 
from 5pm to 7am each week¬ 
day and for 24 hours on Satur¬ 
day, Sundays and Bank 
Holidays. But Mr Lavery said 
the satisfaction comes from 
knowing riders are saving lives 
every day. 

He added: “The patients who 
benefit from deliveries are un¬ 
likely ever to be aware of the 
help they have received from 
the charity. 

“For volunteer riders, the re¬ 
ward is to know that they may 
well have helped to save a life.”

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Adventurers set to take on 
NZ Great Walks challenge 


IMAGINE running nine-and-a-half 
marathons in nine days - all off¬ 
road, through a range of testing 
terrain - and then add a 145-kilo- 
metre kayaking mission into the 
mix. 

This is the challenge that three 
adventurers have set themselves, 
as they prepare to embark on an 
expedition to complete New 
Zealand’s nine ‘Great Walks’ in as 
many days. 

Even for New Zealand - the 
spiritual home of adventure racing 
and a mecca for outdoor enthusi¬ 
asts from around the world - this 
is an extreme undertaking, and 
one that’s never before been at¬ 
tempted. 

The walks aren’t called great for 
nothing. The trails range from 32 
kilometres to 78 kilometres in 
length, and one of the nine isn’t a 
walk at all - it’s a 145-kilometre 
kayaking route. 

All are intended to be multiday 
experiences. If you were to at¬ 
tempt them back-to-back, the 
minimum period you’d be advised 
to allow would be 28 days, not in¬ 
cluding travel time between trail- 
heads. 

To do this in just nine days will in¬ 
volve running over 400 kilometres 
and paddling 145 kilometres, 
through some of New Zealand’s 
most epic landscapes, in highly 
unpredictable conditions, while 
fighting sleep deprivation, negoti¬ 
ating logistical hurdles and battling 
with physical exhaustion. 


The team, well known for their 
previous record-setting adven¬ 
tures in Australia, are Ben Southall, 
Luke Edwards and Patrick Kinsella 
- collectively known as the Global 
Adventurers - and their whirlwind 
expedition has been dubbed the 
NZ9 Project. 

It has been made possible due to 
support from Tourism New 
Zealand, Britz Campervans and 
New Zealand’s Department of 
Conservation (DOC), who manage 
the nine Great Walks. 

“We are excited to see this world 
record attempt happen in New 
Zealand,” said Kevin Bowler, Chief 
Executive of Tourism New 
Zealand. 

“We have commissioned the 
production of a documentary to 
capture the attempt and will then 
use the footage captured to 
showcase the natural beauty and 
diversity of New Zealand’s Nine 
Great Walks in the work we do to 
motivate travellers to come here." 

Ben Southall, no stranger to ad¬ 
ventures, admits: “This is the 
most physically challenging expe¬ 
dition I have ever planned, by far. 

“There is no current record for 
this challenge - because no one 
has been daft enough to attempt 
it before - so I’m excited by the 
adventure that lays in wait for us.” 

Starting on November 8th, the 
team’s ambitious itinerary will 
take them from south to north. 

They’ll kick off with the Rakiura 
Track (32km) on remote Stewart 


Island, before running the Route- 
burn (32km), Milford (53.5km), 
Kepler (60km), Heaphy (78.4) and 
Abel Tasman (55.2km) tracks on 
the South Island, and then doing 
the Whanhanui River Journey 
(145km), Tongariro Northern Cir¬ 
cuit (43km), and Lake Waikare- 
moana (46km) on the North 
Island. 

“We are all average blokes," says 
Patrick. 

“All of us have families, jobs and 
life commitments - but what we 
aim to do through NZ9 and our 
documentary is to show people 
that, no matter how busy life gets 
of what challenges you might be 
facing, you can always find time to 
get outdoors. 

“And there’s no better setting 
than New Zealand to illustrate how 
fantastic nature's gym is." 

Over the past six months, Ben, 
Luke and Patrick have been 
preparing with gruelling training 
sessions - the ups and downs of 
which have been covered live on 
the Global Adventurers Facebook 
Page. 

Followers can continue to ‘go on 
the adventure’ with the lads, once 
their world record attempt kicks 
off on the November 8th, by 
checking out their Facebook Page 
and website www.theglobal 
adventurers.com

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THE business of the major churches in recent weeks is 
by no means finished. In his closing address in Rome, 
the Pope spoke of two temptations in particular - 
namely hostile inflexibility, and the other way to set 
aside what was said and examine the process. 

The second course seems likely and this will enable 
the Roman Catholic (RC) church to embark on a year 
of discussion in preparation for their autumn synod. 
The RC faithful are known to be in favor of liberalism 
and there we must respect them. 

In the meantime, others ensured that the prospect of 
Anglican women bishops took a step forward when the 
House of Lords agreed. Other decisions in favor are 
likely to follow. Despite this decision it was recognised 
that for traditional Catholics and long-term Evangeli¬ 
cals, it remains a matter of regret. A simple bill is 
planned to give effect to this legislation. 

The former president of the Methodist Conference 
gave his support and the Bishop of Rochester said that 
it was envisaged in all dioceses there would be a bishop 
supporting the ordained ministry of women. Clearly 
there is some conservatism in the pews and all con¬ 
cerned are likely to be sensitive to people’s unease. 

English Heritage has produced a new Heritage at Risk 
list which features over 800 places of worship - 805 
likely to be Church of England parish churches. Many 
date from medieval times, others were built in the 20th 
century and are assessed from needing urgent attention 
to others who will need it in two years. Help is avail¬ 
able and for buildings on the register, grants can be ap¬ 
plied for. Beyond the Church of England there are 82 
places of worship. 

Other churches have different problems and the 
Pope’s efforts to make the RC chuch more tolerant will 
not be stalled by conservative bishops, it is reported. 
And it is noted that the RC church will not be more 
helpful towards homosexuals. One Cardinal has ob¬ 
served that the Pope has applied a policy of openness 
which was unprecedented. It is also hoped that next 
year will produce a more welcoming tone. 

In the Church of England, a Bishop has warned that 
the church must make wholesale changes to halt falling 
congregations or risk withering away. The Bishop of 
Blackburn warned that the church must make changes 
to halt dwindling congregations and he offered a 12 
year plan to attract young people. Such warnings echo 
others repeated in the West Country from the Bishop 
of Truro with the same concerns.

At Ottery St Mary the Remembrance Service is on 
November 9th at 10.30am in the parish church when 
representatives of the services and uniformed brigades 
will process. The service commemorates all who have 
fallen serving our country from WWI right up to the 
present day. After the service, wreaths will be laid 
around the war memorial. A young person from Ottery 
Royal British Legion will read th Exhortation. 

A little earlier in the calendar, on Saturday, Novem¬ 
ber 1st at St Paul’s Church, Honiton, a service took 
place, by invitation of the Rector, with former pupils 
to mark the 499th annivesary of the founding of All¬ 
hallows School on the site of the present Honiton Mu¬ 
seum. The Bishop of Crediton was the preacher and 
gave the blessing.

Beehive: what are 

■ MAY I address your front page article of Pulman’s 
View From Honiton , October 21st, reporting that Honi¬ 
ton Town Council has backed Beehive charity plans. 

On October 13th, Honiton Town Council voted to 
give away the management of the building for 10 years 
to a company which plans to become a charity, thereby 
taking the control of that building away from the town 
council (in law they can only have 20 per cent repre¬ 
sentation). 

I wrote to the council for their meeting on October 
13th and voiced my concerns regarding SI35 of the 
Local Government Act 1972, which advocates compe¬ 
tition. I believe the lease should have gone out to tender 
and asked the town council to examine their standing 
orders in parallel with this agenda item to ensure that 
all is legal. 

I have no idea whether this was done (once again it 
was dealt with privately and the press and public were 
ejected) but expected a reply from my letter from the 
town clerk. To date, despite my prompting, I have heard 
nothing from her. I am ready to be persuaded that the 
council’s standing orders exempted them from the law 
in this case, but nobody has proved or explained that to 
me. 

I noticed, by the way, that at the meeting no town 


council playing at? 

councillors were prepared to become directors of the 
company to replace those who have resigned - and I 
can’t blame them. 

I am given to understand that the civic meeting room 
is being signed away by the council to the 
company/prospective charity. So now we have a town 
council which owns the building but has given the use 
of its own meeting room away for 10 years, but what 
happens if any of its meetings clash with a function the 
company wish to put on? I imagine the company will 
say this will not happen, but our town council is hand¬ 
ing over its own civic room -1 question whether this is 
legal? 

And still the building is not yet paid for! This is an 
appalling state of affairs. I hope the builders are very 
patient, as we are given to understand that money pre¬ 
cepted for other uses has been “poached” - and that 
came from the internal auditors -1 was listening at the 
town council meeting where this fact was publicly read 
out. 

I have no idea how much the builders are owed by our 
town council, but it seems to be many thousands of 
pounds. Whatever are our town council playing at?

I would very much like to know when this news 
came Ottery St Mary Coleridge Medical Centre be¬ 
cause this is very relevant, but long-term we cannot 
allow our precious hospital to close and be sold off.

This is an outrageous situation and it must be fought 
to the bitter end!

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Someone needs to stand up to Injustice' 


■ LIKE my neighbour Mr Blagrove Pulman’s View 
From letters, October 28th), I was heartened by your 
editorial of October 14th regarding Mark Williams, 
chief executive of East Devon District Council and fur¬ 
ther heartened by the editorial of October 21st and let¬ 
ters from various disgruntled residents of East Devon. 

I have had many issues around EDDC and local 
Axminster councillors and have always found Council¬ 
lor Paul Hayward supportive. I had one conversation 
with him where I jokingly suggested that maybe he 
should grow a sad goaty beard and then maybe he 
would fit in. But seriously, although heartened by Mr 
Tidyman’s letter, I have come to feel it is more than just 
an “Old Boys Network”, it is far more worrying than 
that. 

Axminster’s Councillor Andrew Moulding actually 
visited our development at Dukes Way, Axminster, in 
2012 so was fully aware of our issues. He has done 
nothing to help. According to EDDC’s website he is 
deputy leader of the council so I guess he is just part of 
the bigger problem or is impotent to control anyone 
working in planning enforcement. It’s amazing how 
sensitive he becomes though, about a little cartoon. 

In fact, the more you delve into EDDC and more you 
look at the arrangement of local council staff you find 
they are all related to one another. The Parrs, the 
Spillers, the Hulls. And I've just noticed that in passing, 
I haven't done a massive survey, so Lord knows how 
deep it all goes. 

It is totally unhealthy, but we can only blame our¬ 
selves for being so half-hearted and disinterested in 
local politics. We don’t need to be “gagged” by local 
councils’ policies and we should be fighting against it. 

I was absolutely horrified when I heard the tone of 
some of the councillors towards local people asking 
questions at the planning meeting I attended. The arro¬ 
gance was beyond belief. I can't imagine who would 
vote for any of these majority members, and as far as I 
can tell, Colyton and probably Feniton have similar 
problems. So, who is voting for them? 

When Councillor Moulding asked “what is Council¬ 


lor Hayward is going to do with the recordings of the 
town council?” it was clear he didn’t know what he 
sounded like. Perhaps several of us should turn up and 
record them? I can tell him why they need recording, if 
he’d like to contact me. 

When I first started having problems in 2011 the MP 
didn't think the issues with EDDC were something he 
wanted to get involved in, but, even he has since be¬ 
come involved as even he can see that our treatment by 
EDDC has been, at best, negligent and, at worse, cor¬ 
rupt. 

The attitude that you are not accountable to anyone, 
means that there is no check on behaviour of those you 
favour socially and it is easy to make someone's life a 
misery. Seepage 17 of http://bit.ly/lE7Y2k9 

It appears to me that Mark Williams is not account¬ 
able to anyone. He was, as you know, asked who his 
line manager was by the select committee. He said he 
“doesn't have a line manager, he has a chief executive”. 
On the EDDC website, this chief executive is him! So 
I presume he's his own boss. So, he is not accountable. 
What is even more amazing than this, is that Chris 
Ruane didn’t seem to pick up on this. 

I find it quite a joke that Councillor Moulding can 
quote code of conduct issues at Councillor Hayward 
since, in my experience, EDDC staff do not appear to 
know what it does actually say... 

a) You must act solely in the public interest and 
should never improperly confer an advantage or disad¬ 
vantage on any person or act to gain financial or other 
material benefits for yourself, your family, a friend or 
close associate; 

b) you must not place yourself under a financial or 
other obligation to outside individuals or organisations 
that might seek to influence you in the performance of 
your official duties. 

That is not my experience. I don't think it is many 
people’s experience but it does matter. Whether its 
about my personal experience with a bunch of bullies 
or whether it’s about protecting people’s homes from 
flooding, EDDC should be working for us and they are 
not. 


I think it is clear that Mr Williams and most of 
EDDC’s staff at the upper levels are an example of 
“Power Corrupting Absolutely”. It amazes me that 
these people get away with it, but you only have to look 
at the papers to know that people can and do get away 
with awful things when they have too much power and 
when there aren’t enough people prepared to stand up 
and be counted. 

Some people have the attitude, if it’s not happening 
to them, they don’t care, and if they witness it happen¬ 
ing to someone across the road they are just grateful 
it’s not them. These same people don’t usually mind 
benefiting from the efforts of others though. Surely, 
someone should have the gumption to stand up to in¬ 
justice. But on the other hand, it has made me ill, so 
even I’m not sure it’s worth it. It’s worth considering 
though, that if nobody stands up against corruption and 
injustice East Devon, Axminster and the country can

More questions for Mr Williams to answer 


■ FURTHER to your editorial comment that Mr 
Williams’ visit to the Select Committee might not have 
been “a wholly enjoyable experience”, I would like to 
draw your attention to some of the key points made by 
Mr Williams in his evidence: 

1) He stated, for the first time, than rather than simply 
being “below standard” on doorstep canvassing (as re¬ 
ported by the Electoral Commission), he had in fact not 
undertaken any doorstep canvassing for the past three 
years. The Representation of the People Act 1983 does 
allow an electoral registration officer to undertake alter¬ 
native canvassing providing that it is “sufficient in¬ 
quiry”. However, it remains to be seen whether 
“telephone canvassing” is “sufficient” (given that it can¬ 
not contact anyone who does not have a telephone) or 
whether Mr Williams has failed to meet his required ob¬ 
ligations under the Representation of the People Act. 

2) Despite having confirmed in a press release that he 
had decided not to “carry over” 6,000-plus people, he 
told the select committee that he had not deregistered 
anyone. It remains to be seen whether the select com¬ 
mittee perceive this as Mr Williams playing semantics. 

(The logical connection between these is that tele¬ 
phone canvassing cannot contact people who are not in 
the telephone directory, whereas doorstep canvassing 
can - so if Mr Williams had undertaken doorstep can¬ 
vassing as required, then more people would have been 
contacted, more people would have re-registered and 
fewer people would have lost their vote. 


3) But most surprising, Mr Williams said (twice) that 
if a citizen turned up at the polling station on election 
day and found that they were not on the register of elec¬ 
tors, then he would use “clerical error procedures” to get 
them added to the register so that they could then vote. 
The Representation of the People Act states that people 
can be added to the register at any time, but they cannot 
vote if they were added after the Notice of Election. 

We have still to discover whether Mr Williams has in 
previous elections actually used “clerical error proce¬ 
dures” in this way, but if so then each instance of this 
would appear explicitly to be contrary to the Represen¬ 
tation of the People Act. Either way, making a statement 
that he would act in this way in the future falls far short 
of the level of integrity that I would expect to see from 
an electoral registration officer and a senior council of¬ 
ficer (CEO of two district councils). 

I would also remind readers of a complaint made by 
Councillor Eileen Wragg last year that she had found 
20-plus examples where residents of Households of 
Multiple Occupation (HMOs) had not had the opportu¬ 
nity to register to vote. The Electoral Commission high¬ 
lights the importance of checking HMOs, and it remains 
to be seen whether Mr Williams has followed their rec¬ 
ommendations or not. 

It seems that there are now more questions that Mr 
Williams needs to answer.

■ I THINK it might be useful to put the record 
straight about the way East Devon District Council is 
tackling the issues presented by a cut of around half 
a million pounds in Devon County Council’s funding 
for elderly tenants in East Devon. 

This is an emotive subject, so it may not be surpris¬ 
ing that there have been some eye-catching headlines. 
But we need to keep a sense of perspective on issues 
like this and so it’s important to understand the real 
facts behind the headlines. 

Ever since County Hall revealed that the Older Per¬ 
sons Targeted Support Agreement would come to an 
end on March 31st 2015, teams from the housing 
service at East Devon District Council have been 
working with partners to minimise the impact that the 
cut of around £523,000 in the annual funding previ¬ 
ously set aside will have on our ability to support over 
1,300 elderly and vulnerable tenants. 

EDDC’s main aim is to ensure that those tenants 
who wish to continue living in their own homes are 
able to do so. And tenants will have a say in the type 
and implementation of any changes. 

It’s important to remember that the Home Safeguard 
alarm service and home visits by mobile support of¬ 
ficers was never a free service. The costs were previ¬ 
ously covered by using the funds provided by the 
county council to subsidise the service(s). 

With that funding withdrawn, the choices are to stop 
the service altogether, charge a fee that covers the full 
cost, or find a compromise somewhere between those 
two extremes. Like so many service charges, this can 
be higher or lower depending on the level of service 
that the customer wants or needs. Our aim is to soften 
the blow of the funding cut as much as we can. 

As a result of the work we have been doing with 
partners - including Devon County Council - we 
have come up with some alternative ways of meeting 
the challenge posed by the reduced funding. We are 
now consulting with our customers to see which of 


the alternatives they would prefer us to adopt. 

Under the first option, the service would remain 
more or less the same but tenants would be asked to 
pay for the scale of service they receive. For the min¬ 
imum level of service the cost would be just under 
£10 a week (including the £3.70 alarm charge). 

Under the second option there would be a charge of 
£3.70 per week for the alarm and a separate charge 
for an enhanced housing management service, which 
would be covered by Housing Benefit for those ten¬ 
ants who receive this benefit. 

Tenants could if they wish purchase extra support 
at a cost of £18 per hour (including VAT, a tax that 
many tenants would not have to pay). Under this op¬ 
tion we would be able to offer a wider range of sup¬ 
port, including accompanying tenants to doctors’ 
appointments, helping with shopping and picking up 
prescriptions - all activities that we currently are not 
able to offer. 

It is a fact of life that someone has to pay for serv¬ 
ices provided and the only question in this case is how 
to provide a range of services to answer people’s 
needs without charging them more than they can af¬ 
ford. 

In all, 21 sessions are being held across East Devon 
during November and the district council is hoping 
that staff will be able to canvass the opinions of 
around 700 tenants. The remaining sessions will be 
in Broadclyst, Budleigh Salterton, Exmouth, Honiton, 
Musbury, Ottery St Mary, Sidmouth and Seaton. 

People tell me they want to remain living independ¬ 
ently in their own homes for as long as possible. I 
want to see these services continue and that’s why we 
have been exploring ways to make it happen. We 
want to see these tenants receive the best possible care 
at the least cost to them.

The story of the Poppy 


DURING the First World War (1914-1918) much 
of the fighting took place in Western Europe. Pre¬ 
viously beautiful countryside was blasted, bombed 
and fought over, again and again. The landscape 
swiftly turned to fields of mud, bleak and barren 
scenes where little or nothing could grow. 

Bright red Flanders poppies (Papaver rhoeas) 



Poppies for Remembrance 


MCCRAE’S poem in turn in¬ 
spired an American academic, 
Moina Michael to make hand¬ 
made red silk poppies which 
were then brought to England by 
a French lady, Anna Guerin. The 
(Royal) British Legion, formed 
in 1921, ordered 9 million of the 
poppies which they sold on 11 
November that year. The pop¬ 
pies sold out almost immedi¬ 
ately and that first ever 'Poppy 
Appeal' raised over £106,000, a 
huge amount of money at the 
time. 

The following year, Major 
George Howson, who had re¬ 
ceived the Military Cross for his 


role in the First World War, set 
up a factory off the Old Kent 
Road in London where five dis¬ 
abled ex-Servicemen began 
making poppies. 3 years later the 
Poppy Factory moved to its cur¬ 
rent site in Richmond, Surrey 
and today produces millions of 
poppies each year. 

Such was the demand for pop¬ 
pies in England in 1922 that few 
were reaching Scotland. Earl 
Haig's wife established the 'Lady 
Haig Poppy Factory' in Edin¬ 
burgh to produce poppies exclu¬ 
sively for Scotland. Over 5 
million Scottish poppies (which 
have four petals and no leaf un-

however, were delicate but resilient flowers and 
grew in their thousands, flourishing even in the 
middle of chaos and destruction. In the spring of 
1915, shortly after losing a friend in Ypres, a Cana¬ 
dian doctor, Lt Col John McCrae was inspired by 
the sight of poppies to write a now famous poem 
called "In Flanders Fields". 


REMEMBRANCE is part of modern British life, culture 
and heritage. It becomes a particular feature of the public 
calendar on or about Remembrance Sunday and Novem¬ 
ber 11th, Armistice Day, each year. This is when public, 
private, formal and informal Remembrance events take 
place throughout the UK. 

Millions of people each year stop what they are doing 
and observe a Two Minute Silence at 11am on the 11th 
day of the 11th month, commemorating the original 
Armistice of 1918 which signalled the 'stilling of arms' 
and led to the formal end to the First World War (eventu¬ 
ally signed in 1919). 

When we bow our heads in reflection, we remember 
those who fought for our freedom during the two World 
Wars. But we also mourn and honour those who have lost 
their lives in more recent conflicts. Today, with troops on 
duty in Afghanistan and other trouble spots around the 
world, Remembrance, and the two minute tribute, are as 
important as ever.

Anxiety and stress can often create symptoms 
that in time cause illness. Anxiety is known to 
produce noticeable physical symptoms, such as 
rapid heartbeat, high blood pressure, and digestive 
problems.

By remaining present in the moment aware of the 
breath and the body, individuals can learn that the 
anxiety they experience is merely a reaction to 
thoughts. By positively responding to threatening 
events instead of being reactive they can over¬ 
come an mistaken stress fight-or-flight re¬ 
sponse, and take control of their life.
